Rennes, Aug. 25—The opening of the 


fifth session in the third week of the 
Dreyfus trial today was without ex- 
traordinary interest. Rowland Strong, 
an English newspaper man, confessed 
that Esterhazy told him he wrote the 
famous bordereau. 


lie Tl as a Jew 


Henri Weill, a former officer of the 


headquarters 
staff, was then called. 


His statement was in substance that 
Esterhazy told him in 1S94 that Dreyfus 
was innocent, but he would not prevent 
his conviction because he was a Jew. 
(Sensation.) 


Dreylns Admits Copying 


A former sergeant, one time employed 


in the war office, 
testified to seeing 


Dreyfus copying a list of the railroad 
stations mentioned in the plan of mo« 
bilization. 


Dreyfus—"It is true, but I copied the 


list by orders of Captain Besse." (Sen- 
sation.) 


The Expert Mr. Godbert 


M. Godbert, the expert of the bank 


of France, who can claim the honor 
of being the first man in France to de- 
clare in favor of Dreyfus, and was 
ca,lled and protested against 
being 


called "a doubtful expert" by the mili- 
tary party. He added in tones of pro- 
found pity, turning toward Dreyfus, 
"But I have no right to complain and 
am silent when I see before me the 
unfortunate man who sits there." A 
murmur of approval* came from the 
audience. 
Godbert was emphatic in 


attributing the bordereau to Esterhazy. 


Trustworthy Officials 


The court closely followed Godbert's 


exhaustive story of his examination of 
the bordereau and his interviews with, 
Mercier, De Boisdeffre and Gonse. God- 
bert asked Gonse for the envelope con- 
taining the bordereau, as Godbert 
would like to see the writer's careful 
caligraphy, explaining- the address of 
a letter is always in a firmer hand than 
the contents. Gonse refused 
on the 


ground that the witness should not know 
the name of the addressee. ' Then gen- 
eral also decided not to allow the bor- 
dereau to be photographed, and alleged 
Tf the war office photographers were 
allowed to do it all Paris would be ac- 
quainted with the bordereau next cKy. 
(Laughter.) 


"WonldNot Accuse 


Witness remarked: 
"General Gonse, 


this is a very interesting confession." 
To Gonse, who was trying to find the 
name of the suspect who wrote the bor- 
dereau, Gocjbert said: "It is not prop- 
er for me to accuse anyone •svithout 
being perfectly cognizant of the facts, 
especially when the circumstances are 
of so grave a nature. (Sensation). I 
would jiot accuse any one anonymously 
for to do that would be contrary to 
law. 


A Great Sensation 


Colonel Jouast asked Godbert for a 


more definite criticism of the border- 
eau. The witness noted certain similar- 
ities in the handwriting of Dreyfus, 
but added, "there were many import- 
ant differences which proved to him 
that Dreyfus was not the author of the 
bordereau and my opinion was since 
Confirmed, because it is now proven the 
bordereau was the 
work of Ester- 


hazy." (Sensation.) Replying to ques- 
tions, Godbert added: "I then unmis- 
takeably recognize the bordereau as 
K?terhazy's handwriting, not the hand- 
writing of Dreyfus." (Great sensation.) 


Not In PrlnoneT'ft Writing 


Godbert identified the bordereau as 


the same submitted to him and pro- 
ceeded to point out the identity of let- 
ters therein with letters admittedly 
written by Esterhazy, saying this re- 
semblance was not apparent in Drey- 
fus' handwriting. In Ksterhazy's there 
are marked peculiarities of punctua- 
tion and manner of beginning fresh 
lines, also noticeable in the bordereau' 
and not found in the prisoner's cali- 
graphy. 


Protested Against Gonse 


General Gonse asked permission to 


question Godbert and said: "In what 
array list did you look for the name 
Dreyfus" 


Godbert—"I used the list generally 


kept in business houses." 


Gonse pointed out the list did not 


give the information claimed. ' God- 
bert maintained he stated nothing but 
the pure and and simple truth. Gonse 
alluded 
to 
certain undesirable ac- 


quaintances formed by Godbert, and 
the latter replied amid a. sensation in 
court:"

Hrrtlllon Wcnrlrd tlie Court 


M. Bertillon prefaced his evidence by

In mono- 
tonous tones he proceeded, like the 
manner of a schoolboy reciting his les- 
son. Dreyfus listened impassively to a 
tirade which took up the greater part 
of the forenoon.

Rennes, Aug 25.—At the opening of 


the session of the Dreyfus court-martial 
this morninga medical certificate, signed 
by doctors unknown here, was read, de- 
claring that it was impossible for Du 
Paty de Clam to leave his bed and come 
to ^Rennes to testify. 


M. Labori asked that tw.o well-known 


medical men should be instructed to ex- 
amine him, but Colonel .Touaust refused. 
' Rowland Strong, the English news- 
paper man, then deposed to the circum- 
stances tn which Esterhazy confessed 
to him that he wrote the bordereau. 


Thursday's session was marked by one 


of the most exciting scenes of the trial. 
The proceedings opened with a skirmish 
entirely favorable to the defense over 
Colonel Maurel, president of the court- 
martial of 1S94, who admitted reading 
one of the secret documents' to the court 
which had not been seen by the defense. 
He protested that only one document 
was looked at, alleging that this suf- 
ficed to enable him to form a conviction 
that could not be shaken. 


This protest made matters worse, be- 


cause, as M. Labori pointed out, if he 
perused one, it was his bounden duty to 
peruse all. Colonel Jouaust upheld Col- 
onel Maurel in his refusal to indicate 
the nature of the document he read, but 
M. Labori announced that he would 
summon Captain Freystattpr, another 
member of the tribunal of 1894, and get 
his version of what passed behind the 
backs of counsel for the defense. Col- 
onel Maurel felt his position keenly and 
continually hesitated before replying to 
Labori's questions. 


All this, however, was only preliminary 


to a fierce battle that ensued between 
M. Labori and General Mercier, the latter

Un- 
questionably there is some-thing wrong 
in the midship section on the port sid'e of 
the yacht.

Revenue Cutter Bear Renders Good 


Service in Gold Region 


"Washington, Aug. 25.—Captain Shoe- 


mak"r ot the revenue cutter service has 
received a icpori from Lieutenant D. H. 
Jarvls, commander of the revenue cutter 
Bea-r, containing an 
account of th" 


rescue of the sold seekeis who iushe'1 
into the KotziSbue gold country, Alaska, 
in the summer oflS98. Lieutenant Jai vis 
was taking ttu. Bear noi th to Cape Bar- 
row on her regular trip. At Cape Prince 
oi Wales he learned of the awful'desti- 
tution which; had overtaken the gold 
seekers at Kotzebue sound. . 


On ariival there he found a terrible 


condition of affairs. 
Men had died of 


starvation, scurvy and by drowning, and 
he obtained a list of 48 deaths. But the 
list is by no means complete. 


Over 1000 of the gold seekers had win- 


tered there. The Bear after relieving as 
much of the distress as possible and leav- 
ing stores, lime juice, etc., for the sur- 
vivors, took S2 of the survivors to St. 
Michael, whwe they were turned over 
to the military authorities. 


Lieutenant Jarvis' report is dated July 


30 at St. Michaels. He reported that he 
left between 225 and 250 survivors at 
Kotzebue sound. He informed the de- 
partment that he would proceed to Cape 
Barrow and upon his return would touch 
at Kotzebue sound an<£ pick up any one 
who desired to return with him. 


Among_those taken on board theU. S. 


S. Bear were J. Fred Gordon, James H. 
Kiinor and James A. Steel of Massa- 
chusetts. 


Lieutenant Jarvis says: "The rush of 


people to Kotzebue sound was a ead. de- 
plorable affair. Misled by false infor- 
mation and advertisements, 1200 people, 
many totally unfitted to stand hard con- 
ditions and climate, rushed to the coun- 
try during the open season of 1898. Dur- 
ing the winter no gold whatever was 
found, and in the spring they sought 
every means of escaping from the region. 


"Many were drowned in the swift cur- 


rents of the rivers in the fall of 1898, 
others lost their lives during the winter 
from the cold and, worst of all, in the 
spring scurvy broke out in nearly all the 
camps. I apprehend al=o that many of 
those who started coasting along the 
shore for Cape Nome may have lost their 
lives in the ice and weather." 


Lieutenant Jarvjs is the officer who 


distinguished himself in the winter of 
1897-9S by leaving a relief expedition 
from Tunnuak. 200 miles below 
St. 


Michael, to Point Barrow. Over 1500 
miles of snow ard ice in the dead of win- 
ter he pushed an expedition for the re- 
lief of the ice-imprisoned (whalers at 
Point Barrow. 


He arrived there with nearly 500 rein- 


deer after four months of almost inde- 
scribable hardships. For his heroism 
on that occasion the president recom- 
mended that congress give a vote of 
thanks and aw-as-d him a gold medal.

Duluth, Aug. 25.—John C. Morrison, an 


Alaskan prospector from Duluth, re- 
ported dead in the Kotzebue country, has 
written home telling of the suffering of 
those who have been at Cape Nome. 
On July 24, from Anvil City, Ca.pe Nome, 
Mr. Morrison wrote that over 100 miners 
and prospectors must have perished in 
the Kotzebue district last winter. Six 
of the party he was with died. His en- 
tire party was sick and nearly starved 
when a relief expedition rescued them. 
Mr. Morrison sajs: 


"There is no gold in the Kotzebue 


country. The transportation companies 
succeeded in getting over 1000 people, 
poor fellows, there last winter. When 
we came out there v. ere 800 people on the 
beach waiting for a revenue cutter to 
come along- and take them home, as all 
were without money. There is plenty 
of gold at Cape Nome, wsehed up out of 
the ocean in the shape of nuggets, but 
I don't know whether there will be any 
claims left 'by the time I get well. 


"Wages here are $8 per day with board. 


Anvil City is only a month old. but has 
about 800 tents, houses and stores. Board 
is $3 a day and boa.rd one night costs Jl. 
Beer is 50 cents a glass."

Barrisburg, Aug. 25.—James E. Bar- 


uett for state treasurer, J. H. Brown of 
Lancaster for supreme court judge, and 
Josiah R. Adams of Philadelphia for 
superior court judge, were the nomina- 
tions made by the Republican state con- 
vention yesterday. 
The nomination for 


supreme judge is equivalent to an elec- 
tion by reason of two vacancies in the 
court and no elector being entitled to 
vote for more than one person. 


The platform indorses the administra-

was heard to exclaim:

and kill the children," and he started 
for the Trenkaus home on South Main 
street, where the two children were. 


The proprietor of the baice shop is 


about 40 years of age, and the murderer 
was about 35 years old. Little is known 
about him, only that he came to New 
Milford from New Tork three weeks ago. 
He stayed a week, and then came back 
six days ago, and it is believed he was 
engaged by the brother to work in the 
shop. 
He, however, spent considerable 


time riding with Joseph Clike, who 
drove the bread wagon, and it is said 
his attentions to young ladies and his 
attempts at flirtations, as well as his 
unwillingness to work caused the broth- 
er much annoyance, and quarrels have 
resulted. 
A sister of Mrs. Trenkaus

FOREST MONSTERS.' 


Iktme of the Giaiit Trees That Are Found 


In California. 


In the national parks am} forest pre- 


serves of Califoruia'the big tree,s are by 
far the inbat interesting.' aH3 greatest 
natural features. There ore two vari- 
eties—nansply, Sequoia sempervirens, 
ordiaarily 
known 
as the redwood, 


the tree which has furnished most of 
the redwood lumber of commerce, and 
the Sequoia gigautea, from which a 
comparatively small amount of similar 
lumber has also been made. The for- 
mer is the smaller variety and grows 
on the foothills along the coast. The 
latter attains a considerably larger 
growth, is, more strictly speaking, the 
J'big tree" of, California, and is seldom 
found -atua 'lower altitude than 6,000 
feet. 


Scattered along the-estentof the Sier- 


ra Nevadas from north to sputh are 
many distinct and separate groups or 
groves ofkSequoia gigantea, T,hese are 
generally known by names significant 
of locality, as, for instance, "Calaver- 
as," "Tuolumne," "Mariposa" and 
"Fresno," names of the counties in 
which the groves so called are situated. 
The Tuolumue grove is in the Yosemite 
park, and Ihe Mariposa near by. This 
latter is the one most frequently visited 
by tourists and contains the"Wawona" 
—a tree with a hole burned in its base, 
through'which the stage road rnns and 
four horse stages are driven without 
difficulty'—and the "Grizzly Giant," 
one of the largest trees in the world. * 


The stately grandeur of these enor- 


mous and lofty trees is so impressive 
that it seems quite fit and natural that 
some of the larger ones should have been 
individualized and honored with distin- 
guished titles. Nearly every state in 
the Union and every distinguished gen- 
eral of the civil war has a namesake 
among them. The "General Grant," in 
the General Grant park, and the "Gen- 
eral Sheridan" of the "Giant forest" 
(situated in the Sequoia park) are indi- 
viduals of the largest size. It is difficult 
to determine just which of the big trees 
is the largest, but tliesa two and the 
"Grizzly Giant"—the gnarly base of 
'any one of which will exceed 30 feet in 
diameter—are probably the biggest trees 
yet discovered. 


The trees often grow in such inacces- 


sible mountain retreats that some of the 
territory covered by them has never yet 
been thoroughly and systematically ex- 
plored.

The Cry for Young 


The Chicago Chronicle has become 


somewhat alarmed at what it calls the 
"Cry 
for Young Men," by which it 


means the coming habit of substituting 
young men for the middle-aged and old 
men in productive enterprises. Despite 
the disposition of such journals'as the 
Washington Post to pooh-pooh this 
alarm, the Chicago Chronicle raises a 
very important question. It is true 
that the tendency of modern industry 
is to retire workmen at a 
rela- 


tively early age and fill their places 
with young men. Ons great cause of 
this is the constant • .Introduction of 
revolutionizing methods and machin- 
ery. 
When a man has worked an at 


industry 40 years, he is not so alert in 
adapting himself to new machinery as 
is a young man. The inevitable ten- 
dency Is to drop him out, and when 
once out It la doubly difficult for him to 
be re-employed except at Boma more 
simple and lower-paid occupation. 


This Is one of tho hard phases of a 


rapidly progressive Industrial era, but 
the remedy IB u6t to Stop the progress 


or to insist that laborers shall be re- 
tained after they have ceased to be 
useful. The real remedy is a system of 
insurance, the payment of which ehall 
be a part of regular cost of production. 
It should begin when the employe com- 
mences work, at whatever age. and 
when he reaches a certain point of 
"diminishing returns" 
or 
declining 


economic efficiency, say at the age of 
60, enable him to retire on at least 
three-quarter wages. This would elimi- 
nate all element of charity, dispel the 
f.-'ar of humiliating dependence in old 
age and relieve the employers from the 
odium of heartlessly discharging aged 
and faithful laborers.—Gunston's Mag- 
azine. 


War In South Africa 


The reference to the South African 


situation in the queen's speech pro- 
roguing parliament, interpreted as this 
mus* be by Mr. Chamberlain's more 
explicit declarations, indicates that the 
Transvaal government will have to 
make forthwith liberal concessions to 
the Outlanders. or face the risks of a 
war with England. All that President 
Kruger has thus far consented to do 
is to reduce to seven yeara the period 
for naturalization and 
to 
increase 


slightly the number of seats allotted to 
the Rand in the Volksraad, or lower 
house of the Transvaal parliament. 
These concessions are regarded 
in 


Johannesburg as derisory, and Mr. 
Chamberlain), the secretary for the 
colonies, has declined to accept them 
until a conference, in which Great 
Britain and the Transvaal would be 
equally represented, should report on 
their political significance. President 
Kruger, on his part, has refused to as- 
sent to such a conference, unless it 
shall be empowered, also, to define the 
limits of the suzerainty asserted by 
Great Britain. As this proposal is 
deemed entirely inadmissible by the 
colonial office, an early recourse to 
war seems probable, and the question 
arises: What will be the outcome there- 
of? In the first place, it should be noted 
that the Transvaal government can 
now expect no material or even moral 
support from foreign powers. From 
this point of view, there has been a 
signal change within the last five 
years. At the time of the Jameson raid, 
the South African republic had the 
sympathy, not only of the United 
States, but also of the German empire. 
It has lost both American and Ger- 
man good will by its persistent refusal 
to redress the notorious grievances of 
the Outlanders. It follows that, in a 
contest with Great Britain, it must de- 
pend exclusively upon its^ own re- 
sources. By a muster of all its able- 
bodied burghers, the Transvaal should 
be able to place in the field about 
17,000 men, most of whom are excel- 
lent marksmen. Their rifles are of tb<? 
highest grade, but, although they are 
not deficient in improved 
artillery, 


tl ey have had but little practice in 
serving the guns. So far as their ex- 
perience goes, they are better fitted for 
guerilla warfare than for military 
operations on an extended scale. That 
they vill derive any considerable 
armed assistance from the 
Orange 


Free State, or from the Dutch section 
of the population of Cape Colony, is 
extremely doubtful, and it would be 
dangerous to use the power to con- 
script the Outlanders just given to 
President Kruger by an amendment to 
the constitution. It is unlikely that, if 
arms were placed In the hands of the 
Outlanders, they would be used against 
their British friends. We may assume, 
then, that the Transvaal will hav> to 
rely almost exclusively upon its own 
burghers of military age, the maximum 
number of which we have just state.d. 
On the other hand, it is certain that 
Great Britain will not repeat the mis- 
take committed in 1SS5, and attempt 
the coercion of the Transvaal with an 
inadequate force. It is understood that 
the moment hostilities are resolved 
upon, a whole army corps, comprising 
some 25,000 men, will be sent to the 
Cape from England, and an equal 
number of troops, drawn from 
the 


Anglo-Indian army, will be despatched 
from Bombay to Natal. If to these be 
added the regiments already in South 
Africa, the British commander would 
have at his disposal more than 60,000 
disciplined soldiers. All that such a 
force would require, in order quickly 
to coerce the Transvaal, would be a 
competent general. No mistake in this 
respect will be made. It is asserted, and 
generally believed, that the post of 
commander-in-chief in South Africa 
will be filled by General Lord Wolesley 
himself, or by General Lord Roberts, or 
by General Lord Kitchener.—Collier's 
Weekly.

The cowboys are coming to St. Louis 


In October. Such a statement is of it- 
self Indefinite, but when they arrive 
there will be nothing indefinite about 
them. For It Is the pick and the pride 
of Panhandle punchers, boss broncho 
busters from Butte, sure seated greas- 
ers and gringos from Mexico, old and 
new, who are coming to show their 
powers, dig deep their silver spurs into 
the sides of the "spoilt" horses and in- 
cidentally try their nardest to carry on" 
the honors of the tournament For it 
Is to be a tournament, a great, grand 
round v$> of champion riders, ropers 
and tie and branders from the Powder 
river to the Brazos. 


Cattlemen and cowboys are coming 


from Colorado, Idaho will be in it, Qua- 
paws and squawmen from Indian Terri- 
tory, sooners and boomers from Okla- 
homa, some sons from the Sunflower 
State, in short,''from all the vast sec- 
tions of the west, where everything is 
on the hoof, the best men are even now 
being picked out to represent their re- 
spective localities, says the St. Louis 
Republic. 


Minor matches are now being settled 


all over the west on the various ranch- 
es and in the various corrals to deter- 
mine who is most fit to enter the grand 
competition, who is best qualified to 
make a bid in the name of a certain 
ranch, county, range or state for cham- 
pionship honors. 


The last tournament was held at 


Fort Worth in March. Fifteen hun- 
dred dollars was distributed in prizes 
on that occasion. The forthcoming St. 
Louis tournament will be held at the 
Fair grounds in Fair week, and at 
least $3,000 will be competed for. The 
number of cowboys who will enter the 
lists Is estimated at from 300 to 400. 
And every man who enters represents 
only the tried out champion of many 
and many a local contest. By the time 
they meet in St. Louis in October it 
will all be settled in every ranch who 
is the best man. None others will en- 
ter for the prizes. Where two or three 
ranches have got together and solved 
the problem only the winner will make 
a bid for championship honors in St. 
Louis. The railroads will furnish free 
transportation to the knights of the 
lariat 


The first prize of §1,000 will be given 


to the man in chaps who displays the 
greatest proficiency with the lariat. 
The second prize of $1,000 goes to tho 
man who can most quickly rope, tic 
and brand the particular Texas steer 
which falls to his lot The steers will 
be turned loose in the big inclosure in 
front of the grand stand, and the pa- 
trons of the big St. Louis fair will have 
the opportunity of seeing men ride as 
they never saw men ride before. They 
will see the rawhide rope cut short the 
rampant Texas steer in his mad flight 
They will see the cowboy hog tie or 
bind the steer's four feet together, 
while his faithful, trained horse, by 
tugging on the rope, holds the captive 
prostrate. They will see that steer 
dragged close to the fire, where the 
branding irons are and they will sec 
that steer branded. And they will see 
it done in record time. They may see 
a cowboy or two get the worst of the 
game, but when people go to tourna- 
ments they can expect to see some ac- 
cidents. Trapeze ropes break at the 
circus, too, but it will take more than 
a likely steer to snap the rawhide ropo 
of the man who goes after him at the 
fair grounds. Those ropes will have 
been thoroughly tested before they 
will be brought into play in tte great 
effort of not only securing a prize of 
$1,000, but of winning what is more 
dear to the cowboy's heart—the recog- 
nition of superior merit from his fel- 
low punchers. 


The Third prize of $1,000 is to Vie 


hung up for the best "slick saddle" 
rider. In speaking of "slick saddle" 
riding Colonel Zack Mulhall of Mulhall. 
O. T., says: "Very few people really 
know what 'slick saddle' riding is. Ev- 
ery cowboy does, though, and he knows 
Its difficulties. When people see the 
daredevil riding which is done at a 
Wild West show they think how won- 
ilerful it all is. And they are right too. 
It is wonderful riding, but it isn't 'slick 
saddle' riding, by any means. 


"In exhibition riding a man dare not 


take any chances, so he ties his stir- 
rups down tight. If the horse bucks 
or rears or falls over backward those 
stirrups stay in the same place, and 
they not only afford the rider a secure 
place for his feet, but they help him to 
haug on. Should the horse fall over 
backward or roll he can extricate his 
feet much more easily from stirrups 
that are tied down than from stirrups 
that are flapping seven hundred direc- 
tions at once in the air. 


"Another thing—in 'slick saddle' rid- 


ing a man is not allowed a roll or 
blanket in front of bis saddle horn. 
He's just got to take his chances on 
the horse that's given to him and fight 
It out with that horse on even terms. 
If the horse gets the best of him, all 
right. If he gets the best of the horse, 
that's better. But to make the best 
showing among the crackerjaok riders 
that will be at the fair grounds in Oc- 
tober will be still another matter. The 
man who does will have to do some 
riding. I can tell you that without vio- 
lating , any confidence at all, because 
I'm going to be in charge when the con- 
tests come off."

Japanese Attach Prayer Wheels to the 


Hubs of Their Machines. 


The bicycle is now employed to aid 


the pious Buddhist in praying with 
greater ease, but yet, as lie hopes, with 
great effect 
It is from the ingenious 


and enterprising country of Japan that 
this HOW departure is reported. 


The Buddhist has always done his 


praying with the assistance of a wheel. 
The prayers are placet! inside the wheel, 
•which turns rffund, following Ifbe di- 
rection of the sun, and delivers up to 
heaven the prayers of the owner, or of 
all whose thought's are fixed upon it. 
Some enormous wheels are capable of 
praying for thousands of people. This 
mode of worship may seem somewhat 
irresponsible to western people, hat the 
Buddhist, who is a subtle reaeoner, 
would be able to explain why it is sat- 
isfactory. 


In various parts of the vast territory 


in which the Buddhist faith is held 
different motive powers are used in 
these prayer wheels. Some humble per- 
sons turn the wheel by hand, but not 
if they can help it. On the hills of 
Tibet, 
a great stronghold of 
pure 


Buddhism, the wheels are usually BO 
built that the wind turns them. In oth- 
er places they are moved by water pow- 
er. 


Bnt it is obvious that wind must fail 


occasionally and that this may happen 
when the Badtlbist is particularly in 
need of copious prayer. 
Water power, 


too, is often lacking. 


So the ingenious Jap now attaches a 


small prayer wheel to the hub of his 
bicycle, and when he takes a ride he 
combines worship with recreation. By 
giving a glance a*t his pedometer he can 
tell just how much praying he has clone. 
He can also keep an accurate daily rec- 
ord, which will enable him to tell after 
a number of years just how much pray- 
er stands to his crouit. In this way 
Buddhism seems to have given a zest 
to bicycling which no other religion 
can supply.— New York Journal. 


Glass Tombstones. 


It is a comparatively new idea to put 


tip tombstones and monuments of glass, 
instead of marble or granite, but it is a 
practical one and likely to meet with 
great encouragement from those who 
desire these memorials to bo lasting. 
Glass resists the elements and is to all 
intents and purposes indestructible. 
Stone of all sorts crumbles and disinte- 
grates under the action of the elements. 
But glass remains and will endure for 
centuries. It is, therefore, proposed that 
all memorial tablets, monuments and 
head-stones he made of glare. Any color 
may be selected, pure white, of course, 
having the first choice. Lettering may 
be put on in any style, and 'any device 
or pattern may he used. It has long 
been understood that for marine pur- 
poses thick plate glass is the ouly,prac- 
ticai and-appropriate material, resisting 
storms and seas as no other substance 
can.—New York Ledger.

at him idiotically. 
Then Uie waiter 


coolly Hfted the jockey out of his chair 
by the scruff of the neck, sat down 
and calmly deposited the midget across 
his knees, face downward. 


" 'Son,! said 
the waiter, 'there's 


soraethl^; that you've stood in need of 
for a long time past, judging from 
yoiw actions here during the past few 
months, and that something you're 
about to get and get good,' and he 
brought the palm of an ample hand 
down with a smack that sounded very 
pleasant indeed unto-the ears of all 
the rest of the people In the room (ex- 
cept the jockey's friends) \vho had 
seen the beard pulling incident.

ORIGIN OF THE "SOULLESS MONSTER 


OF FRANKENSTEIN/ 


Ttie Interesting HUtory of an Old 


Time Novel That Im Often Alluded 
to In Literature and at Time* Quot- 
ed. Incorrectly. 
Everybody, or nearly ^everybody, has 


heard of the novel of '"Frankenstein," 
though it Is not probable that many 
persons read It n'owadays. There are 
so many allusions to It In our litera- 
ture, however, that one absorbs some 
sort of a notion of It so that he can- j 
not help knowing that It Is a weird aitil 
ghastly story about a monster, but 
whether or not Frankenstein Is the 
monster even well Informed people do 
not always know, showing that they 
never read the story. 


Sometimes we hear 
allusions to 


"Frankenstein's monster," as in one of 
Charles Simmer's orations, where he 
speaks of the "soulless monster of 
Frankenstein, the wretched creation 
of mortal science without God," and 
sometimes the reference is to Frank- 
enstein only, as if he were the mon- 
ster. 
Of course Suruner, who was 


very particular in his use of figures of 
speech, was right When Mrs. Deland, 
in her tine novel of "Sidney," makes 
Major Lee say that "Christianity is a 
Frankenstein," she suffers the major 
to talk nonsense. 


The story of this weird novel and the 


circumstances under which it came to 
be written are decidedly interesting 
and may be told in a few words. The 
facts are as follows: 


In 
1810 Mary Godwin, 
afterward 


Mrs, Shelley, eloped with Shelley, and 
they took >;p their residence near Ge- 
neva, In Switzerland. They had Lord 
Byron for n neighbor, and the three 
passed much time together. Their con- 
versation frequently ran on the occult 
and the mysterious, and Byron one day 
proposed that each should write a 
ghos,t story. All agreed and went to 
work, but it was not long before the 
two poets gave it up as a hopeless 
task. 
They could write poetry, but 


they could not write stories. 


Mary persevered and completed her 


tale in the spring of 1817. When By- 
ron and Shelley heard It read, they 
were" surprised and delighted. It was 
bound to be the novel of the century! 
The name of It was "Frankenstein; or, 
The Modern Prometheus." It was im- 
mediately sent to London for publica- 
tion and met with a great success. 


Frankenstein is a Swiss youth, a 


student at the University of Ingol- 
Btadt, deeply Interested In the study of 


ting weii UuLue at every dig, till atlhst 
poor Suto retired, pecked and beaten.

And the small boy pointed to the ia 
closure in which a dozen or more circu- 
lar saws were buzzing and humming at 
they quickly divided the logs into th( 
required lengths. 


All pieces not clear and straight 


grained were t'urown aside, and the re* 
mainder was being packed into barrel* 
so made that wide crevices appeared be- 
tween the staves. 
' 'Yes, that's all right," the small boy 


said, answering the inquisitive man's 
look of inquiry. "The stock is being 
packed for the steaming room. When 
the barrels are full, they'll be taken 
there and left about three hours, when 
the blocks will be almost as soft as 
leather.

TEACHING DOGS TRICKS. 


One Tbat Would Be Amusing it Tried 


Upon .Youmelf. 


Although it is by no means an un- 


common thing to see dogs throw som- 
erset after somerset in stage perform- 
ances, it is a somewhat remarkable 
fact that few people'know how such 
animals can he taught such a difficult 
feat. 


Ask a friend how he thinks a dog can 


be initiated into the mysteries of som- 
erset throwing, and you will receive 
some very curious suggestions. 


As there is more than one way of 


cooking a goose, so there is more than 
one method of teaching a dog to throw 
somersets. But the most practical and 
thorough manner is to fasten a cord 
around the body of the animal, close to 
the fore legs, and two people should 
hold the ends of the cord on either side 
of the unfortunate dog. A third party, 
armed with a stout rope, takes a posi- 
tion immediately in front of the canine 
acrobat and, with a measured and 
masterly stroke, flogs the floor at close 
quarters to the dog's nose. 


At each stroke of the rope the dog 


springs backward, and that movement 
is the trainer's golden opportunity. As 
the dog springs backward the rope 
passing under its body is jerked up- 
ward, and, although the first, few at- 
tempts may prove futile, the somerset 
Is acquired in course of time. An intel- 
ligent dog soon sickens, of this order of 
things and throws somersets without 
the assistance of ropes. 


For the sake of your dog In particu- 


lar and your patience and future wel- 
fare in general, we dp not commend 
you to teaching your dog to turn som- 
ersets. If, however, you think there 
is no harm in it, just get a few friends 
to put you through the esercise and 
see how you like it. It will prove Im- 
mensely amusing—for your friends.— 
Exchange.

A boil is due to the action of a mi- 


crobe called a pus coccus. This is al- 
most always present in the skin, but 
does no harm while the system can 
combat the necessary conditions of its 
growth and multiplication.

tite and bad digestion.

expressive of the true condition. In 
the first case the tissues are not well 
nourished and so cannot resist the mi- 
crobe. In the second case the tissues 
are nourished, but are poisoned by ex- 
cess of waste material in the blood, 
caused by the taking of more food than 
the body can properly dispose of.—

Husband! In the Fifteenth Century B*v* 
» Quaint Appearance In Tbto Age—DWDM

In the spring of 1440 Dam* Agues 


Fasten wrote to her."right worship- 
ful and dear husband" in baste, the 
Wednesday next after "Dene qui erranti- 
bus" (the collect for the third Sunday 
after Easter). Having commended the 
gracious mien of the young gentlewom- 
an her son proposes to marry, she says: 


"The parson of Stockton told me that 


if ye would bny her a gown her mother 
would gi\t> thereto a goodly fur; the 
gown needeth to be had, and of color it 
would be a goodly blue or else a bright 
sanguine." 


The Mistress Margaret Manteby, for 


whom this gown was "purveyed^1 be- 
came the wife of John Fasten, and her 
letters, covering nearly 60 years, are 
noteworthy in that famous collection, 
'The Paston Letters,' which reveal so 
many secrets of bygone statecraft, but, 
what is of more worth to ns now, giv- 
ing glimpses of household economy and, 
by clear connotation, the inner life of 
the women of the period. Margaret Pas- 
ton appears as an active, prudent house- 
wife, looking into every detail of her 
large establishment and, from her hus- 
band's prolonged absences, forced to as- 
sume many masculine cares. She man- 
aged the several farms of their estate in 
the Hundred of Tunstead, Norfolkshire. 
She planned new buildings, armed and 
defended her besieged hallr conducted 
lawsuits and arranged the marriages of 
her children and grandchildren. But, 
withal, she was a very woman, and it 
is interesting to note ths"ewigwei- 
bliche" running like a thread of gold 
through a long series of letters. 


The orders sent to her husband and 


son, who were usually in London, for 
various articles of apparel are curious 
to examine. That in her youth she was 
fond of all gauds may be guessed from 
a letter written not long after her mar- 
riage, when, inquiring minutely of her 
husband's health during some slight in- 
disposition, she had "lever than a new 
gowne, though it were of scarlette," 
that lie recover-. Her commissions are 
usually very moderate and limited to 
the plain necessities of everyday wear, 
as for example: 


"I pray you that ye would vouchsafe 


to bny me some frieze to make of your 
children's gowns. Ye should have best 
cheap and best choice of Hay's wife, as 
it is told me. And that ye would buy a 
yard of broad cloth of black, for one 
hood 'for me, of 44d. or 4 shillings a 
yard, for there is neither good cloth nor 
good frieze in this town." 


Yet this town was Norwich, the seat 


of woolen factories from the time of 
Henry I, their crude work later im- 
proved by the' skill of Philippe's Flem- 
ings. It was evidently the nearest mar- 
ket and the source of ordinary supplies, 
for 'Dame Paston had but just written, 
"May it please you to wit, I was at 
Norwich this week to purvey such 
things as needeth me against this win- 
ter." 


Worsted and its neighboring Kersey, 


which gave their names to the fabrics 
there made, were in the east of Nor- 
folk. In reference to the products of 
the former Sir John writes from Lon- 
don to "mine own dear sovereign lady:" 


"I pray ye yon will send me hither 


two ells of worsted for doublets to 
happe me this cold winter, and that ye 
inquire wberd William Paston bought 
his tippet of fine worsted, which is al- 
most like silk, and if that be much 
finer than that ye should buy me after 
? or 8 shillings, then bny me a quarter 
and the nail thereof for collars, though 
it be dearer than the other, for I would 
make my doublet all worsted for the 
worship of Norfolk." 


Sometimes, a bit of feminine vanity 


is seen, as when Lady Paston writes 
her husband: 


' 'I pray you that ye would do your 


cost on .mo against Whitsuntide that I 
may have something for my neck. When 
the queen was here, I borrowed my 
cousin Elizabeth Clere's device, for I 
dared not for shame go with my beads 
among so many fresh gentlewomen as 
were here at that time." 


And Sir John's memory for domestic 


commissions was like other men's, for 
in the nest letter his wife prays him 
that he "vouchsafe to remember to pur- 
vey a thing for my neck and to do make 
my girdle," and in still another, "I 
thank yon that ye vouchsafe to remem- 
ber my girdle." 


It shows a pleasant confidence and 


the assurance of'her absent husband's 
interest in every side of heir life that 
she writes him minutely of her plans in 
making her gowns, saying: "I pray you 
that ye would vouchsafe to buy a piece 
of black buckram for to line with a 
gown for me. I should buy me a mur- 
rey gown to go in this summer and lay 
in the collar the satin that ye gave me 
for a hood, and I can get none good 
buckram in this town to line it with." 


The letter of her son William, writ- 


ten in 1459, gives us an idea of the out- 
fit for a boy at Eton: 


"I beseech you, send me a hose cloth, 


one for the holy days of some color and 
one for the working days (how coarse 
soever it be maketh no matter) and a 
stomacher and two shirts and a pair of 
slippers." 


This masculine stomacher seems from 


other-scant mention thereof in early 
writings to have been a sort of skeleton 
inner waistcoat, perhaps not much more 
than the chest protector of today. 


There is no more vivid appreciation 


of existing conditions of society than 
that which springs from their compari- 
son with life relatively of the same de- 
gree in another age and environment. 
As a suggestion of such fruitful stndy is 
this glimpse of the shopping of Mar- 
garet, later Lady Paston of Caistor 
Manor.—N*w Ttotk

Gilbert L. Jewett, who was so seri- 


ously inJuivJ by falling t'lom the 
nor- 


mal school building Wednesday morn- 
ing, died at the hospital this morning 
at -t -o'clock. His death was caused by 
heart failure and came unexpectedly, 
although it was known that his heart 
was effected. 
There were times after 


the accident when he suffered from a 
sense of suffocation, which was due 
to weakness of the heart. 
He rested 


well till 1 o'clock this morning, when 
he \\ as awakened by pain and was rest- 
less for a time. Medicine was admin- 
istered and by 2 o'clock he was more 
quiet. There were no more alarming 
symptoms till within 
a 
few minutes 


before his death, and all was over 
before anything could be clone. 
Mr. 


Jewett was recently examined by the 
pension board and the examination 
showed that his heart was affected. It 
was this trouble, aggravated by the 
accident, which caused his death. 


Mr. Jewett was born 59 years ago at 


South Deerfleld 'and was the son oE 
James M. and Sophronia Jewett. 
He 


grew to manhood In his native town. 
The civil v. ar broke out about the time 
ho became of age and he entered the 
anny and did good service in the 
21st 


and 36th regiments of Massachusetts 
infantry- He was in a number of im- 
portant engagements, in one of which 
he was taken prisoner, and he vas 
held in a rebel prison for some time. 
On one occasion he and the captain of 
his company escaped capture bv a 
most daring run across the field which 
was being- swept by bullets from both 
sides. When about lialf way across 
they fell flat to the ground to regain 
breath and after a brief rest among 
the dead and wounded they sprang- up 
and pushed on and reached the TTnion 
lines in safety. It wns a great piece of 
daring and estounded all who 
wit- 


nessed it. 


.After returning from the war Mr. 


.Te\vett turned his attention to various 
th'ngs. 
He went to Leadville at the 


time of the gold mining- ex&itement in 
the Black Hills and was there for some 
time. 
He then returned to the east, 


but later went west again and was for 
seme time engaged in farming- in In- 
diana. He was also in Chicago for a 
time, and while there he met with a 
dangerous accident, falling through a 
hatchway and being seriously in'u"ed. 
Returning again to the east, he wr-k- 
e'l for a time in the celluloid works nl 
Zjlonite 
and' was 
afterwards em- 


ployed for several years as a cutter in 
the Sampson and H. T. Oady shoe 
factories. 


In 1S92 he was elected to the legis- 


lature, in which he served two term:;, 
and the following year he was elected 
to the r^nate. He was in line for re- 
nomination for the senate, but was in- 
duced to withdraw in favor of George 
P. Lawrence, now member of congress. 


When the normal school was opened 


Mr. Jewelt took the position of janitor, 
which he held to the time of his death, 
nnd it was while in the discharge of 
>i« duties ir> this capacity that the ac- 
'V -I occurred which led to such a 
d( • ' -nhle result. 


It v i'l IIP seen from the above that 


h° led n very active life. He was a man 
of genial r.nd friend!?,- disposition and 
'V3«s highly esteemed by this communi- 
U- as well as by others in which he 
had lived. He was an upright man a.nd 
n p;cod citizen, and his death under

The new form of money ordpr, which 


as already mentioned, is to be put in 
use early in September, is somewhat j 
smaller than the order now in use-. Its 
dimensions are about those of the or- 
dinary bank drafts. It has twa adjuncts 
the advice, or notificationi to he s«nt 
from the issuing- to the paying- post- 
master, is a reproduction of the order 
through the use of carbonized pa,per 
fthe manifold process) and a receipt for 
the amount, to be furnished by the is- 
suing- postmaster to the remitter. On 
the bark of the order a separate space 
has been provided for the stamps' of 
hanks through -which it may be passsd 
for collection.

a light blue ground, with fine, clossly

lathe work, of darker shade. In the 
center is an escutcheon bearuir the 
Inscription "Postal Money Order" in 
shaded Capital letter? cf the sam" two 
tints of hlue.
